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produce the best praoctioal results, Of one lhln1
wo may be assured; the old exclusive classion
pystemn, In which we and oar fathera wers
wrained, aannot long hold 1t place 1o Amarioan
colleges under Lhe present conditions of Amerl.
onn life, Whether Lhis Ix Lo be regretied, s not
the question, We are conoerned with the un-
doubted fact. If we propose to eontrol ths
growing American mind, if we are to bring it
under the power of & liberal onltura at all, we
must employ for that purposs a different form
of Illwrnr cnlture from that In whioh former
generatlons have besn tralned,

Now the Trustees of this Unlversity, reoog-
niging this tendenoy of the popular miod, with
which It would be hopeless, even Af 11 were wise
to contend, have reoently endaavorad Lo maol
the unmistakable demand by modifying, after
the example of other colleges, the coursy of
study pursued in their own colleginte depart-
ment. Tuls they have done ot wilh the view
of lowerlng the standard of & Itberal edunsation,
but rather of giving 1t & wider, deeper, and mora
comprehensive basls, and especlally of assosis
ating it more Intimately with the practioal ares
of life, Inorder more rlly to nnderstand what
is proposed by this system, and whereln its
alleged ndvaniages consist, 1t will b necossiry
to glance at some of the forms of edueation
which are presented to the oholos of American
youth, Perhiaps in such an examloatlon he
may be able to find An Answer to tha guestion
we heur 50 oflen askked around us—""'What, afler
all, I8 the use of n eollege sducation ¢

Fvery Amerioan chlld, as 18 well known, is
now provided with s ceriain kind of sducation
atl the public expense This education, ns 18 also
waoll known, is wnolly elamentary in Its char-
poter, smbracing noneof those higher branches
of knowledge essentlal to the tralning of
goliolars In the highest sense, for which the
mosl enlightens d governments of Europes have
long since made abundant provision. BStill,
elomeniary as It 18, a proficlency in It has now
become essentinl ng a foundation jor suceess In
all the pursalts of life, except the very lowest.
To malnlain snch nsystem vast sums are ralsed
by taxation, and for no object ls taxation borne
g0 cheerfully, For such purposes the clty of
Philadelphin pays more than a million of dol-
lars annually, out of whion thirty-five thonsand
dollars,or the interest of nearly six huadrad thon-
sand dollars, are expended every year [or the
support of & single High School, Bat valuable
ns this gyslem 18, and wvast as are the fands
ralsed for its support, 1t covers bul a very smail

rilon of the field of education ln any trae or
yroad sense, 1ts object, and 1ts only objeat, 1s 1o

rovide for the mas:es that whish in the condl-
fong of American life i8 as lmllugouuame o
them a8 the food which nourlshes Lthelr bodles,
It leaves to other ageuncies the Provlslon for
those higher intelleciual wanls whioh muast ba
supplied in some wWay, or the body polltic
starves. In&ny given country, the number of
those who have the capsacity, the Inelination,
or the opportunity to traln thelr minds by a
liberal cullure bears, of caur<e, bat a small
roportion to those who have been Instructed
rn e mere rud iments, but still it forms the salt
which preservesthe mass from decay. Unless,
therefore, the Ligher schools are malntalned
wilh the same vigor avd earnestness which
now obaracterize the support of the Pablie
Sohool system, the result will be A dwarfed,
one-gided, and wholly superticlal trainlog,
which may render & communlily very Keen At
money muking, bat will leave It totally destl-
tute of all that tends to dignity, adorn, or ele-
vate human Hife, A wide spread but most miy.
taken Impresslon seems Lo prevall, especially
here, that a college education may be a sultable
Juxzury for the few, but that It 18 useless, aad
even pernicious, to the future career of the
many. It Is a lamentable fact that there are
fewear of our Philadelplila young men recelving
i liberal education o the varioas colleges of the
country than those of any other eity which ap.
proaches it In weaith and population, 1ecannot
enter pow Into & discussion of &ll the causes
which have produced a state of things certainly
not very creditable Lo us, bat I may refer to
one or Lwo of them, especially to the overestl-
mate which is pluced upon the value of ordl-
nary grammar school instruetion, and of the
nnxietly manlfested hir parents Lo place their
ohildren under special Instruction without ade-
quate preparation for 1hat career In whicn they
are Lo earn thelr future livellhood. No schools
have been more largely attended of late than
those which promise to tura a young man, at
the shorteat Eﬂhﬁlb.ﬂ notice, aud with the least
exertion on bils part, luto & money-makging ma-
ochine, The rage 18 now for speclal, technlioal
Instruction, not merely In the ordinary trades
and occuputions of business, but in those
higher branches of experimental scilence
i Buccessfnl pursalt of which requires st
least a8 thorough apd llberal tralning by
way of preparallon as 18 neetded In any
darartmlnl, of professional life. Out of
this blind bellef in the necessity of an early
and exclugive devolion to mere money-getting
has grown an exaggerated estimate of Lthe
value of ordipary school education. Many
there are who are forced by Lhelr necessities to
mre%o the advantages of a higher education
for thelr children; butthere are also, alas! Loo
many who, from well-meant but misdirected
zeal to glve thelr chiloren what 1s called “a
start in iife,”" deliberately saeriflee to Mammon
those immortal powers which may be destined
if properly trained, to elevate, instruet, and
govern mankind. The least harm Lhat can
happen to a boy thus suddenly and early taken
from his books 18, that he may become 4 mare
speclalisl in his partlenlar vocation. Happy I8
he if, with the disuse of his powers In pumlr
intellectual pursulis, he does not soon lose all
tasle for cultivalting his mind, and bécome as
narrow and contracted ln his views of all the
greal subjeots of life as the llmits of the partl-
cular traue or oceupation in which he mauy en-
gage, The excuse Jfor thus dwarfing and
cramping by deliberate cholee tre facultles of
the young 1s, that such is the only sure road to
wealth, And tbat wealth, at least in this coun-
try,1s the great end and objeol of lfe, It Is
not true that an educated man, ona gifted with
the highest form of cuiture, mnust necassarlly
fall in galning the best prizes of life, To belleve
it would be Lo distrust the providence of God,
and all experience proves that it is false (dopes
trine, In ecannot be, after all, worth while to
gtunt & boy’s mind Inorder Lhal he may cer-
tainly grow rlch, An Amerlean ehild should
be tralned above aod beyond everything else
as An American citlzen. What would becoms
of the country if all our young men were
tralned as mere u[)eulnllst&; If tnose who take
part in our pabile aflalrs were mere lawyers,
or mere doclors, of mers merchants, or mers
mecbhanics? Where, muy I ask,. wounld ths
Awmerican natlon be to-day if the College and
the Church bad not taught 118 oltizens thelr
duly? No,no! we eannot move astep lo tuls
world without encountering problems whloh
require for tbelr solution minds educated in a
way wholly nsaitke this. An  Imparions
necessitly anlways exista for men of
E«narnl Idens; lor those who have acqulired a
nowledge of first principles, who are able to
take comprehensive views of the greal ques-
tions of trath, Interest, and duly with which
our life 1s fllled; men In whom that master-
quallty of the miod, the jodgment, la sure and
well belanced; men who act wisaly, or who
teach others Lo acl wisely, because they Lthink
accurately, Toe histocy of elvilization 15 the
history of the operations of minds like those,
The world must have a certaln corps d'elite who
do the braln-work of thelr generation, andsuch
oan never be produced In w condition of society
In which an exaggerated value s placed on the
pursult of mere material Interests, I beg yon
will observe Lthat lo advocating the highest, the
most generons, the widest culture asthe bast for
joung men, I have confined myself eatirely Lo
he practieal aspeot of the subjsct, as It relates
to this country and Lo the pressul generation, I
believe thal suoh a syslem 1s emloently a priac-
tieal system, If the atialnment of the highest end
by the best means be Lhe lrae Lest of what constl
tutes the practical value of any system of eda-
cation, Perhaps [ may be [mrmm.m to refar to
another test of it practical value, egually
trustworthy—that of the experlence of those
who bave been tralned under & ditferent "wi“'
tem., While many misdirecied parents blindly
geek Lo provide for the wellare of thelr ohlldren
by wn.hdrawmf (hem al an early age from op-
portunities of liberal sludy, the history of onr
country bas been recently lllustrated by the
noble munificence of many, who:having re-
celved a limited educwtlon, and afterwards
scquired weallb, bave given by thelr aots the
most emphatic eondemoation of suoh & Byse
tam, And bave dooe all In whelr power to detar
olhers from follo viog thelr example, If there
1s one featare in our Amerlean life of late years
more ereditable to It and more characterisiic
than avotber, 1t Ils the vast oontributlions
which have been made for the endowmant and
support of blgher eduoation. Tnese contribo-
tlons, amounting within the last five years Lo
more Lthan fiiteen millions of dollars, hiave been
made, not by men who have had the advan-
tage of & clusaionl munlnn. by alumni of
colleges, but almost wholly by self-made
men, a8 Lbey are called—by capitallsts
who, In thelr  prosperity, have felt
that mno amount of mouney oan supply
the Cefecls of early lraining, and who have
proved the slncerity of their belief by taking
oate Lhod fature generstlons shall not suller
from \he mme oause, Thus we fiad a Peabody
dlsgeniln Ay wenlth nol 10 endow geliools of
technleal Instinetion, but for the eslablishment
of groat lbracky, for galleries of arl, for the
purehiage of collstions whicn sbhall Husteate
the highet aepartnanisof selence and the siudy
of Listory, 5o a Corasll Jounds a unlyersity i

the true senee of the term, In whish Instruation
whiell be given In nll the solences wiloh gy to
muke up the wide eirele of hnman koowiedgo.
Eoinonr own Biato yon find s Pack«r or 4 Par-
dee establishing courses of instruction, with
referenoe, 1t 18 true, Lo a cor aln limited flald of
Ingulry, but recogulzing fully the irath toat
thene flelds annnol be proaperiy explored withoa!
a iborough and comprehensive sclantifio train
ing The experience of the richeil men in Ltne
country I8 uoiform against the eviis of u narrow
and technleal tralonlng for young men, No o r-
version of the triath 18 more steange than thal
which 18 80 common with the un hinking, nul
which Isshown in the habit of poloting Lo these
wealthy men ns  lllustrations of wnat oan
be done In thils world withoul a thorough eda
cation, These men are held op as examples Lo
the young to abnndon thelr books and plunge
At onoee ?nm the sirife of money-getting, bal
they themselves belng the Jadges, the oblsl ase
of the wealth wilh which they have bssn
blessed 18 to deter olthers from following In thol
footstepe, We linve now to consider the coan-
teracting tendencies which exist iln our Ameark
can Mle sgainst the narrow and erroncous views
of edueation to which I have refarred, Toaese
are chiley toupd lu A system of libaral adaea-
tion, so ealled, meaning thersby a puraait of
those sludles which are ordinarily tangat lo
this and other colleges of ths eountry, Tals
ipstitution I8, teonnleally speaking, a nanlver.
sity, and not & ocollege. It irsins youog men
for the professions of law and modicine in
facnltles provided for that purpods; but tnoss
who study thege are predamed to llave boan
prepared for Lthelr work 1o the Faoulty of Arts,
vr Colleginte Department, as 1L 18 popualarly
called, or by some equalvalent menns of
fpstrootion. We are now principally eon-
rerned with the education afforded o s Uole
leglate Department, It professes, then, toba n
Iberal educhtion. Hy our charter we have Lhe
right to confer agidemical degress (n arlibus
fiberalibus, We call It liberal, booanuss its object
Is rather to traln and develop all the facualties,
to fustll Into the mind the germs at least of
genergl truths, o show A youog man the nature
of the weapons with whicn he musi fight the
great battle of life, and how to use tnem, It
recognizes the feel taat the condition of thoe
human miod, Hke that of the body, between
the sges of ten and twenly years Is that of
growth, and that the great alm should be to
glve it durlng that period the kiud of nuotrl-
ment whileh sball lusare & bhealihy maturity.
It regards the period between Lthese two wgos as
essentially one of preparation, to be employed
not merely o laylng a solld foundation, but In
mEceriainipg the pecaliar talenl or capueily of
the lodividual, It does not seek to stlmalats a
zenl for study merely from a love of knowledge
in itself, but rather with a direst aim coastantly
in view, nainely, sueccess lu fatare life, No
doubl thers have been perlods In the world's
history when Lhe loftiest objects presented to
the stuvent's ambition had no concern wiat:
ever with the practical alms ot life, when lndeed
the scholar and Lhe man of business conld huve
nothlnq in common In thelr pursalt ol know-
Jledge, The abstraet speculations of the Greel
phillosophy in regard 1o the good aud ths beau-
tilul, as well as a vast deal of the ponderons
learning of medieval times, had designedly no
concern with the ordinary business ol life, Bat
now, the great end ol every system of hlgher
eduecation, however defeolive nn{ Bystem may
be In wholly avtaining that end, Is atllity In ity
highest kense. If we advocate a liberal cul-
ture, it 18 not becsuse 1t 18 the tradlilonal sys.
tem, or because It keeps ap a lenrned class or
species of intelleciual  arlstocracy, or even

becmuse 1L prowotes A love of  learnlog
for {18 own sake, but becanse we con-
sclentionsly believe that it nakes

better clergymen, better lawyers, botter physi-
claug, better merchants, belter mMAaDUlAC U era,
and,above all, betler, truer, mors valuable olil-
zens than any other, It 1s because we hope
thue, to use the words of one of Lthe wolest of liv-
icg writers, 10 train men whose lontollect shull
be a cold, clear logle eugine, with all 1is parts of
equal sireugth, and in smooth working order,
ready, ke a sleam englue, Lo be taraed 0 any
kind of work, tospin the gossamer as well a4 to
forge the anciol; whose minds shall be stored
with the greal jondamental trotbs of nature
and the laws of her operationg; who, no stunted
ascetics, shall be full of lite aud tire, whose pas-
slons, kept under by a vigorous will, sha!l be
the scrvants of a tender cousclence, leaining to
love all bealy, wheither of nature or art, to
hate sll vileness, and tor spect ollers as Lhem-
selves,'

It yon ask, then, why teach young men those
things which do not pertalu specially to their
future profession—why teach bim who I8 to be
4 clergy mun, for instance, mathematics or
natural sclence, or embryo doctors or Inwyers
the dead langusges or bistory—the answer Is
ensy. It 18 beonuse, as all experience shows,
the Jaculties of the mind are most sucoessiully
employed in sny pursall whilcu requires the
exercise of 1ts DNghest pOWErs wWLen those powers
hiave been tralned In a kuowiedge of general
truths, and especlally In the true method ol
reaching thenw It 18 because n complete mas
tery of any one sclence necessarily Involves a
reneral knowledge of the reiations which It
tuears toall others. We hear a great deal sald
of the uselessness of much that 18 learned in
college by men 1n after life, because Lhey may
huve forgotten thelr Lntin and Greek; and yet
every senlence writien by these men, almost
every idea expressed by them, bears Lestimony
to the unconscious tralolong which they have
recelved from thssegdesplsed studies. You enan
no more get rid of the lnfluence of a college
atmosphere In after life, than the robust and
Lealthy man can escape from the etfeots of
base-ball apd cricket n which he delighted
when a boy.

Let us, if possible, get clear ideas on this sub-
Ject of liberal education, It i not a fixed sys-
temn casl in some tron monld, It has a standard
which varies with the wvarylug wants of Lhe
community, and,of courss, 18 of very little value
unless 1t 18 In  perfect sympalhy with the
living realities of tne time, [ the principle of
riving the best tralning for the work to be done
i’n maintained, the wethods employed In that
training may be Infinitely varled according to
the peeds of avy gliven age, Searcely any term
hus changed I8 meaning more frequeuntly in
history than tbhat of liberal stodies, O tobe
unpraectical character In the modern seénse of
much of the higher Greek l)hllu&upuy 1 have
already spoken. In medimval times instruction
was glven In the nolversities In grammar, rhe-
torle, and loglo, and these siudies consliinted
whal was ealled the friviem,

Musle, Arithmetie, Geometry, and Astronomy
were taught in a4 more advanced siage, and
these four subjects formed the guadrivium, A
strapge form of liberal education, ceriainly,
sau(:rﬂlnu Lo our present notions; and yet, says
an linglish suthor, *the trivivm and guadrividm
were 8o mueh admired by our Ancestors that
they imagined they comprebended all wisdom
and learning For wooever understood the
frivium conld explain sl manner of books with
outateachen:while he who wasfartheradvanced,
and was master wlso of the Quadrivion, coald
answer all guestions aud nnfold all the keorels
of natonre.” Sioce the Reformalion, the Latin,
Greek, and Mathematles have been, {n England
at least, not merely the fonondation of & aniver-
sty edocstion, but proficiency in toem has
been 1te great end and alm, DBal as the nloe-
teenlh century diflers notonly from the middie
age, butl also from the KIXteentn, in MAny essen-
tial vespects, #o also Lhere must be & correspond-
ing change 1n the system of education to train
men now 10 act well thele part in life, It cannot
be Loo often :efmami that any system of edn-
cation is worthless Il 1L be nol ln harmony
with the active life around It, uanless
it be, indeed, 1he express reflex and
image of that life. Upon this princlple
the Amerlean college sys'em hod always
been based, und the conglant eflort has been Lo
walch the ehangiog needs of the conntry, and
wsdapl Heelf to them, We have now reachad
a poinl when It may be sald that two funda-
mental changes In Lhe syslem have been gens-
rally sgreed upon: First, a wider bass of in-
strucilon; and, secondly, & recognillon of the
truth thut to aceomplish the hlghest resnlis
ditTerent minds mus: be trained in diff2rent
waye that while one ciass produces the pest
fruil when nurtured by a purely classical course,
another 15 most successful when, in addition to
an elementary oonrée In the elassics nnd the
mathematics, & portlon of the tlme ls glven to
the study of the modern langaages, history, and
literstiure, and of the practical applicalion of
golence Lo the arts. The system founded upon
this prineiple is called tbe “Eiecllve System.'
It 15 the one which has been recently adopted
here wilth very greal success, as shoxn not
merely in Lhe lnoreased pumber of students,
put slso by the greater Interest manifested by
them in thelr work. Ithas at least Lhis ob-
vions advantage, that it afords Lo young men s
eholes of two parallel coursss of study, both ol
which aim at common eads while stflving to
mm:l.t]ha different capacitlies of different indl-
viduals,

I have sald that the anthorities of this instita.
tion, in thelr efforts to enlarge 118 usefulneas,
desire 1o make It a Unlversily In faol as wall as
in name, embracing within Ils range lnstroe-
tion in all those departments of konowledgs
which help 1o make the useful man and the
valuable cltizen, I need not tell you thatin
one sense the number of such subjects 18 bound-
leks: but practicnlly we are contined, forthe pre-
sent, al least, Lo those whose distingulshing fea-
ture ls thelr manlfest utllity. Henos we malo-
tain & preparatory or colleglnte department, bas
chusa, In tho troest sense, 1L seems the most

useful for the objeot to view, Bo we malutala

fmoulties of Inw and medleolns, boosuse lawy ars
and physicians are mmong the most uasefal
pecessaries of our modern lfe.
